THE STORY 


In Puddleby-on-the-Marsh on the coast of England in mid nineteenth century, a success- 
ful physician finds it more and more difficult to communicate with his human patients. The 
animals around seem much more "compatible," especially since he has quite a menagerie in 
his home. 

Among them is a personable chimpanzee, Chee-Chee, and a knowledgeable parrot, Polyne- 
sia, who, with some 199 years of living, has learned the languages of more than 1,000 ani- 
mals. Polynesia suggests to Doctor Dolittle (REX HARRISON) that he might find satisfac- 
tion in being a doctor and frien to animals and offers to teach him their languages. 

Fascinated by the idea, Doctor Dolittle embarks on his linguistic lessons which in- 
volve him with all sorts of animals -- pigs, cows, squirrels, horses, foxes, birds...you 
name them...until he comes afoul of the law when he rescues a seal from a circus only to 
accused of murder and sentenced to an insane asylum. 

These experiences get him involved with such humans as Matthew Mugg (ANTHONY NEWLEY), 
the Irish cat's meat man; General Bellowes (PETER BULL), an irascible landowner and judge; 
the latter's charming niece Emma Fairfax (SAMANTHA EGGAR); Tommy Stubbins (WILLIAM DIX), 
an impressionable youngster assistant to Matthew; and finally with Albert Blossom (RICHARD 

. ATTENBOROUGH), owner of a small circus. This acquaintance comes about when the good doc- 
tor receives a Pushmi-Pullyu, a rare two-headed llama, which he uses to make enough money 
to go in search of the Great Pink Sea Snail. 

Accompanying the doctor are Emma, Matthew, Tommy and his faitful friends, Polynesia, 
Chee-Chee and Jip, the dog. The adventures include a shipwreck in a storm with dolphins 
aiding in the rescue which leads to a floating island inhabited by a tribe of highly in- 
telligent savages whose chief is Willie Shakespeare the Tenth (GEOFFREY HOLDER). There 
they find the Great Pink Sea Snail who takes the party back to England -- with the excep- 
tion of the doctor who fears that he will be sent to an asylum if he returns. Later he 
flies back aboard the Giant Lunar Moth when his animal friends at home create a problem 
by going on strike to protest the injustice of his being sentenced. 

Heightening the fantasy is a musical score with fourteen delightful songs which aid 
in the story development.
